BLOOMINGTON, III., Feb. 4.—Central 
Illinois is, suffering the most disastrous 
sleet storm in many years.

The Three Old World Powers Must Be 
Checkmated in the Plan to Cen- 
tinue the Triple Alliance 
Indefinitely.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—From every 
point of view, the United States is vitally 
interested in the diplomatic game which 
@ solitary American, Minister Bowen, is 
playing aganst the best ntellects of three 
old word powers, in the Venezuelan contro- 
versy. While Mr. Bowen stands in the 
foreground, alone, as the mouthpiece of 
Venezuela, it is known that he has able 
@dvisers in the American State Depart- 
ment. He makes no move that has not 
been indorsed by Secretary Hay—and Hay‘s 
indorsement comes with it the sanction of 
President Roosevelt and his cabinet. 


that the government of the United States 
could not look with indifference upon any 
proposition which would necessitate the 
three powers acting in concert for a period 
of six years, which would be the case, 


and Italy be granted preferential treatment, 
as these powers would continue their 
alliances until the claims were paid. Their 
joint interest in the administraton of the 
affars of Venezuela mght easily lead to 
joint ‘action in regard to other questions 
involving the Monroe doctrine. The United 
States would then have to deal with three 
powers instead of one in discussing the dif- 
ferences which might arise over South 
American affairs. 

t is thus apparent that the stand taken 
by Bowen for all the creditor nations to be 
treated alike, was done in the special inter- 
ests of the United States. 

Bowen is bending his efforts in two direc- 
tions. He is trying to protect the interests 
ef claimant nations which have not been 
parties to the coercion of Venezuela. He 
is also trying to break the alliance of the 
three powerful nations. The triple alliance 
is directed as much against the United 
States as against the southern republics. 
The United States is the one nation on this 

continent which is feared, and whose 
wishes are at all regarded at foreign courts. 
So far there 16 defininte information to 
shew that the alliance goes no further 
than co-operation in the bleckade. The 
minister wants to make separate agree- 
ments with each of the nations in the 
alliance and secure the raising of the 
blockade. He will then treat with each 
separately, and every effart will be made to 
prevent the forming of the alliance anew. 

This is the policy of the United States.

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AMERICAN APPLES IN EUROPE 


Shipments Have Tripled in a Year and 
the Market Is Rapidly 


Expanding. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LE ROY, N. v., Feb. 4.—The shfpments 
of American apples to European markets 
have tripled in one year, says Patrick 
Gleason of the Gleason & Loomis Cold Stor- 
age Co. 

Mr. Gleason has just returned from an 
extensive trip through Europe and the 
British Isles for the purpose of siging up 
the apple situation there, from the point 
of view of an expert American grower and 
shipper. The result of his investigations 
will carry great weight with growers, not 
only in western New York, but also in al! 
parts of the country, for few men are con- 
sidered better qualified to judge of the mar- 
ket and its conditions than Mr. Gleason. 

He is generally known in this part of the 


country as the Apple King.“ and in the 
three great cold storage warehouses which 
his 8 owns and operates in this 
village, ester and Bethany. are stored 
annually more than a quarter of a million 
barrels of apples, to say nothing of thou- 
sands of barrels of other fruit. 

Mr. Gleason's foreign trip in@luded visits 
to the principal cities of England, France, 
Germany, Austria and Italy. He says the 
whole of Continental Europe offers an im- 
mense market for American apples and 
that seven-eighths of the normal supply 
must come from this side of the Atlantic. 
But one-elghth, he declares, of the neces- 
sary supply for Europe s raised on Euro- 
pean soll, and these apples, he adds, are 
of inferior quality and completely con- 
sumed before the American invasion be- 
gins Mr. Gleason deduced the following 
err the 1 oy American ap- 
pies to European ports between Sept. 15 
and Dec. 27, 1902: a * 
To Liverpool, which te the greatest dis- 
tributing center for fruit in Europe, 1,008,868

647; to other European ports, 68,339: total. 
1,757,457 barrels for three months. For th 
eorrespord ng season of three months end- 
ed Dec. 27, 1901, a total shipment of 524,889 
barrels was received at the same ports. It 
will thus be seen that the exports more 
than tripled last vear. One reason for this, 
Mr. Gleason say: in addition to the com- 

rative scarcity t the crop in 1901, ies 

n the fact that _rices were much higher 
then. and that under such circumstances 
the European buyers hesitate to take any 
great risks ‘n laying in extensive stocks. 

The average of prices. Mr. Gleason says. 
for the 1902 crop, which is considered rep- 
resentative, was from $1.59 to $2.50 „ harre! 
net, at port of entry. In some cases, he 
adds, where the stock wess particularly 
good or the competit‘on brisk, American 
apples sold in Liverpool as h as a 
barrel at the steamer dock.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—Hand over 
hand along a cable wire 200 feet above the 
Sacramento river his body benumbed with 
cold, his clothing dyenched with rain, 
swaying in the bitter winter wind, while 
the swollen waters swept ike a millrace 
below, James Thompson risked his life 
to save two imperiled men. 

John Cleone end Thomas Hoskins wanted 
to go to Redding by a morning train. To 
make connections they must first cross the 
Sacramento at Old Diggings to Central 
Spur on the oppoeite bank. No boats can 
be rowed across the stream at that point, 
for the current runs with a swiftness that 
makes navigation impossible. 

There are two cable lines, however, 
stretching. across the river from the Old 
Diggings side to the wesf, where the rall- 
road skirts the mountain side.

FIFTY SAILORS DROWN 
IN HARBOR OF KOBE 


The Plague Increasing in Tokio—Quar- 
antine Officer One of the Victims 
—Germs Brought in Cotton 

From Bombay. / 


VICTORIA, B. C., Feb. 4.—The steamship 
Empress of China, brings news, of recent 
horrors in China and Japan. 

At Nanking a disastrous landslide oc- 
curred as a result of which over 209 lives 
were lost. The steamer Poyang had arrived 
alongside the Butterfield and Sires helk 
and was landing her cargo when the high 
bank, for the space of 400 fet, slid down 
with a roar, and before the spectators could 
realize that a tragedy had occurred,” over 
200 Chinese had been buried beneath tons 
of; earth and hundreds were maimed and 
crippled. Scores of river craft were sunk 
and buried beneath tons of earth. | 

In a disaster in Kobe harbor, on Jan. 19, 


between 40 and 50 lives were lost. The 
steamers Yokohama Maru and Genkai Ma- 
ru were being repaired, and the steam 
launch Hayabusa was sent to take 8 
workmen from one steamer to the launch. 
When the launch was near the stern of 
the Genkai Maru a strong northwest squall 
swept over the harbor and capsized the 
launch, which foundered in a few min- 
utes. Some of the workmen swam to the 
Genkai Maru, others were rescued ari be- 
tween 40 and 50 were drowned. Twenty- 
eight bodies were recovered, The scene tn 
the dock yard when the relatives of the 
dead struggled around the company’s of- 
fice are described as pitiable. 

Fire occurred on Jan. 17 in Urushuba col- 
liery, Kukuoka Ken, Japan, and 64 miners 
were burned to death. Two hundred and 
twenty miners were working in the mine 
when a miner accidentally ignited a dyna- 
mite fuse and the explosion followed. 
Many escaped, but gas formed rapidly 
and a cave-in at the pit mouth blocked 
up the mine, imprisoning 6 men, who 
lost their lives. : 

The plague is increasing at Tokio. It 
seems that the germs were imported in 
cotton from Bombay. Dr. Yokota. the 
narantine officer, was one of the victims. 
n the day of his death, the Japanese 
emperor bestowed on him the Order of the 
Rising Sun, with the Order of Merit, and 
190 yen has been granted to his fami'y.

DON’T KICK THE CONDUCTOR. 


A few days ago Rose Marion told Post-Dispatch readers about 
tne hard dutics and difficult tonditions that confront the mo- 
torman on a St. Louis street car. 

This is a good word for the conductor. a 

The motorman has his troubles. But he is out there on the 
front platform and usually has elbow room. The conductor is 
right in the press. lie is in the thick of the fight all the time. 
in a mass of human sardines, struggling, crushirg, straining, 
torcing their way on or off the car, it is his duty to listen po- 
litely to complaints, to answer courteously, to wrong no man, 
to render aid where necessary, and to remember the law as 
well as the rules of the company. 

His is a double service—tha&t of an exacting public and a no 
less exacting corporation. He is between the upper and nether 
millstone of two imperative but conflicting duties. He must 
make time and please his passengefs. 

He is constantly worried by people with nerves and people 
with too much ‘‘nerve;’”’ by passengers who insist on more than 
their rights and by those who don’t know they have any rights; 
by the man who wants the wirdow open and the man who in- 
sists on its being shut; by the person with all sorts of impossi- 
ble bundles and the man ih the irritable atage of intoxication. 

And, as with the motorman, he is under the constant dread 
ef unavoidable accidents. Issu of life and death are in his 
hands, yet he is only human and fallible. He is just a plain 
man, working at a plain and not too well paid job. 

And he usually has a wife and family of about the same sort 
as any other man’s wife and family. His blood is as red and 
his nerves as easily disturbed as thosdé of any other man. 

Charles Reade's advice to “Put yourself in his place“ applies 
with great force to the conductor. How many of us could do 
as well as he does under similar circumstances? 

Instead of invariably heaping abuse on this servant og two 
masters, why not try the plan of treating him as a man with 
troubles and sensibijities such as our own? Why not see bow 
politeness and human sympathy work in dealing with him? 
Why kick: the conductor for conditions over which he has no 
control? *
